T h e law says as follows: 
“ Personal service

the summons and com plaint out of 
the state is e(piivalent to 
p ublica­ 
tion and deposit 
in the postoffice.'' 
A n other 
section 
says: 
“ in cases 
m entioned in 4,900 the service of 
the summons shall be deem ed c o m ­ 
plete at the expiration 
of the time 
prescribed by the order of p u b lic a ­ 
tio n ." 
T h e 
law is therefore very plain 
and 
why 
Judge 
Andrevvs should 
continue to grant worthless decrees 
is a conundrum . 
But it is probable 
that he will not do so hereafter, 
and also probable that no one will 
care to procure such decrees.

parties who have procured divorces
